jo'ned the Boers, and the report that the 
Boers intend blowing up the Johannesburg 
mines are the items of news in to-day's 
war cables. Weeks must elapse before Gen. 
Carrington will be able to concentrate his 
force on the borders of the Transvaal or 
approach Mafeking. According to a rumor 
in circulation at Lorenzo Marquez, a Boer 
force has been sent to intercept Gen. Car- 
rington, but it is not thought to be of suf- 
ficfent strength to stop his march.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—United States 
Consui Hay at Pretoria has nortied the 
State Department by cabie of the reported 
action of the menrbers of the Chicago am- 
bulance corps in taking up arms in the 
Loer army, instead of continuing with the 
hospital corps, to which they had pledged 
themselves upon leaving the United States. 
Apparentiy the Portuguerge authorities at 
Lorenzo Marquez had doubts as to the act- 
val neutrality of these men, far the party 
was detained many days at the port before 
they were allowed to proceed cover the rail- 
road to Pretoria. 

The dispatch statea

Miss Barton was sald to have declare! 
that certain members of the party were 
known to her and believed to be going 
under true colors. 

The officials here say that nothing can 
be done by the government to prevent such 
violations of faith as aye reported fran 
South Africa. The men did not go out wit 
arms and so did not fulfill the legal de- 
eeription of a fiiibusterng party, which 
would have the United States 
authorities their departure. 
Similarly. Portuguese authorities prob- 
ably found themseives obliged to let the 
unknown men pass through Lorenzo Mar- 
quez, and it would appear that unless the 
British Government can tInduce the Par.

obligations, Portuguese South Africa will

Gates’ Business Career Shows That He 
Is a Fighter and Money Maker 
Who Has a Habit of Over- 
coming All Opposition.

CHICAGO, April 19.—It is said to-day 
that a movement is under way to oust 
John W. Gates from the management of 
the American Steel and Wire Co. 

A special meeting of the stockholders of 
the American Steel and Wire Co. has been 
called for the latter part of this week in 
Chicago. Upon official information it {is 
fiated that the notices have already been 
mated, 

The American Steel and Wire Co. recently 
made application to have its securities list- 
ed on the London exchange—a boon which 
many great industrials had sought in vain. 
This recent “coup” in Wire will, it is con- 
ceded, administer a knockout biow to any 

‘hances the company’s securities had of 
ting accepted in the foreign list. 

In addition to the alleged circulation of 
the petition to oust the Wire certificates if 
Mr. Gates continued as manager, other 
moves against the chairman are reported. 

It is rumored tbat several conferences 
have been held in New York in reference 
ta the condition of the steel stocks, which 
resulted from the unexpected action of the 
Wire trust. At one gathering, it is report- 
ed, nearly all the big metal concerns were 
represented, and decisive action was taken 
toward “preventing irreparable injury to 
the country’s greatest industry.’ It is re- 
sorted that those who attended this meet- 

declared that the Wire trust had work 
ahead for six monhs when the plants were 
closed uown. Wiuat the decisive aciion was 
is left to conjecture. 

Many do not think ft likely that the 
Wire certificates will be barred from the 
stock jist. Suger has frequentiy fuctuated 
as wildly as Wire did this week, and the 
certificates still remain on the hat. 

John W. Gates of Chicago is just now 
very much in the pubilc eye and on the 
pubiic tongue. His action in closing l2 
milis of the American Steel and Wire Co. 
and throwing thousands of men out of em- 
loyment, is denounced as a stock-jobbing 
eal, and one theory advanced is that he 
took that way of recouping recent losses in 
other stacks. 

Gates is a man of tremendous energy and 
daring. He is not unlike Cecil Rhodes. He 
is one of those men that, when they sect 
out to accomplish a work, however monu- 
mental, always arrive. Mr. Gates has ar 
rived several times. 

Some twenty years ago Gates noticed that 
the manufacture of barbed wire was a pay- 
ing enterprise. The Washburn & Moen 
company iancied that its monopoly was im- 
regnable; Gates thought otherwise. He 
egan, at St. Louls, wher he is well known, 
what he called “‘moonshining.”’ Instead of 
turning out mountain dew he produced 
barbed wire. After a hot fight the Waspb- 
burn & Moen outfit secured an injunction 
against him; but one night Gates trekked, 
factory and all, into Illinois, and kept on 
making barbed wire. Then, in the fall of 
"86, the court declared the Washburn & 
Moen patents invalid. 

Gates organized a strong company at St. 
Louis, with a factory there and another in 
Pittsburg, and as president of both con- 
cerns began, in 1889, the accomplishing of 
his purpose to absorb all the barbed wire 
Dlants in the United States. One at a time 
were they gathered in, until, in 1898, as 
resident of the Consolidated Steel and Wire 
© and the Illinois Steel Co., Gates was 
able to dictate to his ancient foe, the Wash- 
burn & Moen company, which was finally 
absorbed. 

Mr. Gates took the presidency of the Illi- 
nois Steel Co. in April, 18%, succeeding Jay 

Moree. 


Mr. Gates base lived tn Chicago for 10 
ears and hese a beautiful home at 244 
ichigan avenve. 

In ~age = | respects Gates is looked upon 
as one of the inost remarkable men who 
ever walked down Wall street. His daring 
has never been equaled in the Fastern ex- 
change, the ola-timers there say, and the 
wise men of the market have predicted 
from his initiation that he would some day 
etartio the world. They have said many 
times over that “‘some day he will «eo 
down in an awful wreck and everybody) 
around him will fall.”’ 

Gates is a great traveler. One week he 
spends in New York and the next in Chi- 
cago. Hardly a week goes by that he does 
not cover the distance between the two 
cities, and usually in a private car. He Is 
accompanied always by Max Dam, his at- 
torney, head of the firm of Pam, Calhoun 
& Glennon, and Ieaac L, Ellwood, William 
Edenborn of Fast St. Louls and one or 
iwo more cronies. The company occupies 
nearly two full floors of the Rookery 
Bullding in this city and a_ full floor 
in the Empire Building in New York. 
The “Gates crowd” is a family group 
in New York hotels. At the "aldorf- 
Astoria one of the _ “finest suites at 
the disposal of Manager Boldt is ken 
ready foy orders from the “Gates crowd" 
at all timee. It le one of the most luxurious 
and expensive in any hotel in the world. 
In New York the “Gates crowd" associates 
with some of the biggest men in and out 
of Wall street. Managers of the houses 
of J. P. Morgan & Co.. J. & W. Seligman,

Among the big stock deals that have 
made Gates’ transactions famous on the 
New York Exchange wae his deal in Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron. He began selling it 
short at 6. and the pool formed to cor- 
ner the stock and put it to 12% or so be- 
fore the Gates crowd realized the situation. 
Gates got in deeper with every move up- 
ward, and when it got to 12% he agreed 
to a settlement on the basis of 10. His 
losses were estimated at from $1,500,000 to 
$3.000,000. Later on a big drop in Tennes- 
eee Coal and Iron at 115 was charged to 
Gates, and it was claimed by his friends 
and areociates that he had made even on 
the deal. 

Kansas City, Pittsburg & Gulf Hailroad 
#ecurities have been under the tender care 
of the Gates crowd for some months, and 
a stock-jobbing deal has been charged 
against them in that connection. It has 
never developed to anything like the pro- 
portions of Steel and Wire, however. The 
Gates crowd controls the railroad now and 
is operating it. 


A characteristic story is told of Gates and 
I. Wormeer of the New York brokerage 
house of that name. On an occasion sev- 
eral months ago Gates visited Wormser's 
office and with much mystery was ushered 
into Wormser’s private office. Wormser 
there told him a deep secret. It Was a 
“tip’’ to buy a certain industrial stock. 
The source of the tip was given to Gates 
he thanked Wormser and retired—to sell 
10,000 shares of the stock he had been told 
to buy. The stock fell Hke water running 
down hill. On his California trip recently 
Gates met Wormser. He appeared indig- 
nant because of the Wormser tip. 

“That was a good thing you gave me, 
Wormser, that X.. Y. & Z. Nice way to 
treat a good friend, eh?’ 

“Sorry, Mr. Gates, but !t didn’t come out 
the way we expected it to. Awfully sorry, 
but it wasn’t my fault.
